Are Hartnell’s Part-time Faculty Treated Fairly?

Hartnell College’s part-time faculty is a 
group that perhaps goes unrecognized for 
all their hard work. Part-timers, also 
referred to as adjunct.faculty, teach 
classes of varying lengths and types. 
Some squeeze in one class at Hartnell 
while working one or two other jobs. 
Others make their part-time teaching a 
full-time occupation, teaching up to a total 
of nine classes, some at Hartnell, and 
some at one or two other colleges. 

The consensus among faculty and 
administrators at Hartnell is that part-time 
instructors do a hard job well. 


“T think that part-time instructors do an 
outstanding job of providing instruction. 
They provide experiences that are 
different from full-timers that heighten the 
students’ ability to learn,” says Hartnell 
President Edward J. Valeau. 

Says Daniel Ipson, dean of the college’s 
Department of Fine Arts, Language Arts 
and Social Science, “It is extremely 
difficult to be a part-time instructor. We 
have some outstanding part-time mem- 
bers. It is unfortunate that there are not 
sufficient full-time jobs.” 

Hartnell does not keep statistics on the 
number of classes taught by full-time 


versus part-time instructors, but it is 
estimated that each group teaches about 
half of Hartnell’s classes. 

There are currently 77 full-time instruc- 
tors that each teach about 15 units per 
semester, and 217 part-time instructors 
who can teach a maximum of 9 units per 
semester. Assuming that each full-time 
instructor teaches 16 units (some are 
required to teach 18, or 20 units), and 
each part-timer teaches an average of six 
units, then full-time instructors would be 
teaching a little less than half of the total 
classes (410 to 434).

Photography became a major media by 
the time World War II ended. At that 
time, photography had an impact on 
communications and artistic impression 
that is similar to that of computers today. 

In the 1940’s, Hartnell College students 
demanded a photography course. This led 
to the creation of the photography 
department by then-Chemistry instructor 
Bob McCalum. McCalum began teaching 
photography as a chemistry course, and, it 
was not until the early 1950’s that 
instructor Joe Brandon began teaching 
photography as a separate photography 
course. He did so until his retirement in 
1983. 

Other instructors later joined the 
photography department. Among them are 
Eric Bosler, who has been an adjunct 
photography and art instructor at Hartnell 
since 1977; and Richard Green, a photo-

On Monday, October 20, a long-time 
Hartnell College student suffered a fatal 
heart attack while accompanying my 
Photography 2 class on their night 
assignment. 

Students came to the aid of Jonathan 
Werth after he collapsed near the 
Performing Arts building. CPR was 
started and a frantic call to 911 brought a 
‘| quick response by Salinas paramedics. 
Jonathan Werth, 38, died a short time 
later at Salinas Valley Memorial 

Hospital. 
| Actually, Jonathan wasn’t even a 
student anymore. Having taken all of the 
Hartnell photography classes, photo 
practicum, and photo workshops that 
Hartnell offered, he continued for years 
to come to class as a helper - a kind of 
unofficial classroom aid. He was there 
every Monday and Wednesday night 
without fail, lending a hand in whatever 
needed to be done. He helped set up my 
classroom for all the weekly demonstra- 
tions, mixed chemicals and, most 
importantly, gladly aided beginning and 
advanced students alike with whatever 
they needed. 

It was only a week before that 
Jonathan had missed a couple of classes, 
Several students were concerned and 
inquired about his absence. When he 
returned to class Monday night,the 
students greeted him and expressed how 
much he was missed. Later that evening, 
my class left the classroom to shoot 
available light photos around campus. 
Our first stop was the front of the 
Performing Arts building where my 16 
beginning photo students set up their

Kelly Locke, a graduate 3f Whitman 
College, had a different experience. The 
entire student body consisted of only 
1,200 students. Locke said she wanted to 
be part of small classses, and. know her 
professors.

She 
advises students to “use your resources at 
the library, and know how to use the 
library before transferring.” 

College Night/Transfer Day was held 
the following day at the Hartnell College 
Center.

there to answer students’ questions about 
college admission. Financial aid work- 
shops were offered throughout the 
evening. 

Transfer Day was held for Hartnell 
students with questions about transferring

“The California Community College 
system relies heavily on part-time 
faculty,” Ipson says. “That is the way the 
state has set up the system.” 

California education requirements 
stipulate that full-time instructors should 
teach between 67 percent and 75 percent 
of a college’s total classes. However, no 
community college in the state meets that 
requirement. So, Ipson says, college’s see 
it as a goal rather than a requirement. 

“The college needs to have a majority 
of its courses taught by full-time faculty,” 
says Academic Senate President Kelly 
Locke. “Our part-time instructors are 
qualified, but because they do not receive 
office hours, and because they work at 
other colleges, they are not as accessible 
as full-time instructors.” 

A part-time English instructor at 
Hartnell recently reported that he made 
$60 more a week on unemployment than 
#he does now, teaching three classes. 

In response, Locke says, “This is a 
symptom, that a big part of our society 
does not value education.” 

Hartnell’s adjunct faculty are paid a flat 
hourly-rate of $33.90 per lecture hour, 
and $27.46 per lab-hour. They do not 
receive pay raises, with the exception of 
© cost-of-living increases. While these rates 
are comparable to those paid by many 
community colleges around the state, 
they still put Hartnell’s salaries in the 
bottom third. In an annual report prepared 
by the State Chancellor’s Office for 1996, 
* Hartnell ranked 48th out of 68 colleges 
reporting salaries. The average part-time 
hourly rate at Hartnell is $31.48, com- 


pared with the state average of $37.90. 
Cabrillo College in Aptos lead the state 
with an average hourly rate of $58.27. 

At least 57 percent of California’s part- 
time instructors make more money than 
those at Hartnell. Of those 57 percent, 31 
percent make at least $8.50 more an hour 
than part-timers at Hartnell. Of the 47 
colleges that pay higher average salaries 
than Hartnell, 36 of them have a step 
schedule that provides for increases, based 
on length of stay and/ or education™No. 
such system.exists at Hartnell. 

The differences between the salaries of 
part-time and full-time faculty members 
are Hartnell are drastic. A first-year, full- 
time instructor with a master’s degree (all 
instructers who teach lecture hours must 
have at least a masters degree) or equiva- 
lent will be paid $30,762, and will receive 
pay increases of about $1,600 per year for 
13 years, capping out at $50,177. This pay 
schedule was approved by the Board of 
Trustees, September 10, 1996. 

Full-time English instructor Dan 
Peterson said that full-time and part time 
instructors “can teach the same class and 
get paid radically different amounts.” 

For one three-unit English class, a part- 
time instructor is paid about $1,800 for 
the entire semester, according to Dean 
Daniel Ipson. This translates to the 
roughly $3,076 paid to a full-time 
instructor for teaching that same class. 

Full-time instructors are on a four-year 
probationary period, with yearly contracts, 
and are evaluted each year. At the end of 
their probationary period, a determination

is made whether they will receive tenure. 
Currently, part-time instructors do not 
receive tenure. 

While full-time faculty are paid signifi- 
cantly more money, they also have more 
responsibilities then part-timee. They are 
required to establish curriculum, and to 
have office hours, in order to be more 
accessible to students. Full-time instruc- 
tors are strongly encouraged to do 
committee work, although it is not 
required. Also, full-time instructors teach 
an average of five classes per semester, 
while adjunct faculty teach a maximum of 
three classes, or nine units. 

However, it looks as if things are 
changing. 

For the first time, part-time faculty are 
being represented on the Academic 
Senate. Patricia Rinere was recently 
elected as the part-time faculty representa- 
tive on the Academic Senate, and has sent 
out a memo to part-time faculty seeking 
input. 

“The majority of the respondents cite 
lack of benefits as their primary concern,” 
wrote Rinere in a memo outlining the 
results. Specifically the respondents cited 
health benefits, paid office hours and paid 
preparation time for part time faculty. 


Rinere continued “respondents ‘said that 


the pay scale needs to be improved to 
allow for experience.” 

The Academic Senate is looking at part- 
time issues such as office hours, instruc- 
tion, and student success. Other issues, 
such as pay and benefits, are union issues 


that are negotiable.
